Gov. McCreary and Mr. Terrell,
spent a full two hours discussing the
needs of proper highway construe tion
in Kentucky with Secretary Houston
nnd Dr. Page and they left the De
partment of Agriculture elated over
the generous Offer of the Federal
authorities to assist the State in
improving its roads.

Gov. McCreary called at the White
House Tuesday morning. He was
introduced 'to the President by Sen
ator James.

The President let it be known the
other day that he would not receive
visitors for three weeks, in order
that he could devote all his time to
studying the troublesome inter-
national problems, but he made an
exception to his rule when he learned
that Kentucky's chief executive was
in town and desired to call at' the
White House.
